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THE  GENEVA  WATCH  INDUSTRY 


For  more  than  three  centuries  the  art  of  watch 
^ manufacture  has  been  held  in  high  esteem  in  v 

/f  Geneva,  and  lias  in  a great  measure  contributed  'l' 

to  the  excellent  reputation  which  this  city  has 
acquired  in  the  artistic  and  industrial  world. 

The  first  watches  and  clocks  were  made  here 
about  the  year  1500  ; but  it  was  not  till  1587  that 
watch-making,  properly  so  called,  was  definitely 
established.  A hundred  years  later,  repeaters  and 
striking  watches  were  manufactured  in  consider- 
able numbers,  and  it  was  about  the  same  time 
that  the  combined  efforts  of  watchmakers  and 
jewellers  produced  those  marvellous  specimens  of 
fine  mechanism  and  artistic  decoration  which  to  the 
present  day  are  characteristic  of  Geneva  watches. 
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During  the  46th  and  47th  centuries  all  the  work 
was  done  by  hand,  and  with  a limited  number  of 
tools,  so  that  the  production  was  necessarily 
small;  but  it  greatly  increased  towards  the  end 
of  the  18th  century,  when  many  improvements 
were  introduced  in  the  tools  employed  and  by  the 
invention  of  small  hand  machines. 

In  1839,  — therefore  long  before  the  same 
method  was  known  or  employed  in  any 
other  country,  machinery  was  invented  in 
Geneva  and  first  applied  there  in  the  pro- 
duction of  watch  movements,  and  thereby 
the  fabrication  was  greatly  developed. 

The  « keyless  » or  « stem -winding  » watch  is  also 
a Genevese  invention,  and  many  other  innovations 
and  improvements  have  contributed  towards  this 
industry  having  attained  the  important  position 
it  now  occupies  at  Geneva.  Owing  to  the  absence 
until  recently  of  patent  laws  in  Switzerland,  and  to 
the  rather  reticent  nature  of  the  Swiss,  a great 
number  of  these  inventions  have  passed  into  me 
without  notice,  and  many  have  been  claimed  later, 
without  the  slightest  foundation,  by  unscrupulous 
speculators  abroad  as  inventions  of  their  own. 

Many  Institutions  have  also  contributed  to  the 
past  and  present  reputation  of  the  Geneva  watch 


manufacture.  The  front  place  is  taken  by  the  School 
of  watchmaking  (Ecole  Municipals  d’horlogerie) 
where  a complete  course  of  practical  instruction, 
with  theory,  extends  over  5 years,  and  has  acquired 
a universal  reputation,  as  may  be  seen  by  the 
; number  of  pupils,  who  come  to  this  Institution 
from  all  parts  of  the  world.  — In  connection  there- 
with a special  school  has  been  recently  created 
where  mechanics  are  practically  taught , the  in- 
struction being  spread  over  3 years,  viz  :

Theoretical  instruction  is  given  simultaneously 
| comprising  Mathematics,  Physics,  Chemistry,  tech- 
nical drawing,  etc. 

Notice  must  also  be  made  of  the  immense  pro- 
gress realised  during  the^past  few  years  in  the 
regulation  of  watches  owing  to  the  stimulus  im- 
parted by  the  annual  competitions,  organised  by 
the  Society  of  Arts,  and  conducted. at  the  Geneva 


Observatory.  A watch  should  be  perfect  in  all  its 
parts  ; but  above  all,  it  must  adjust  itself  to  the 


different  conditions  in  which  it  will  have  to  serve: 
the  results  published  in  the  annual  report  relating 
to  these  competitions  show  clearly  the  continual 
progress  made  by  our  watchmakers  in  this  direc- 
tion ; watches  even  of  a second  grade  have  pro- 
fited by  the  experience  gained  by  the  more  careful 
regulation  of  watches  of  the  greatest  precision. 

When  a watch  is  placed  at  theGeneva  Observatory 
to  be  tested  in  the  highest,  or  1st  class,  it  has  to 
undergo  a most  severe  ordeal,  not  only  in  different 
positions  but  in  extremes  of  temperature,  and  no 
watch  can  obtain  a certificate  without  it  faithfully 
performs  in  all  and  each  of  the  several  stipulated 
conditions  Many  foreign  Observatories  followed 
the  same  rules  as  those  adopted  by  the  Geneva 
Observatory  in  the  testing  of  watches,  but  about 
2 years  ago  this  Institution  imposed  still  more 
severe  conditions,  and  according  [to  the  Reports 
issued  by  the  foreign  Observatories,  none  can 
approach  the  marvellous  results  now  obtained  at 
the  Geneva  Chronometer  Competitions, and  record- 
ed annually  in  the  report  of  the  Geneva  bociety 
of  Arts,  which  can  be  deemed,  proof  sufficient 
of  the  pre-eminence  of  Geneva  watches. 

Different  IJorological  societies  are  also  contin- 
ually on  the  alert  examining  new  improvements 
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in  the  fabrication  of  watches;  they  are  well  sup- 
ported by  scientific  and  commercial  associations, 
also  by  medium  of  periodical  publications  which 
seek  ever  to  advance  the  interests  of  their  art, 
either  from  a commercial,  technical  or  scientific 
point  of  view  : in  short  the  creed  of  all  Geneva 
horologists  is  represented  by  the  words  Forward 
and  Excellence. 

There  are  still  other  causes  which  tend  to 
maintain  and  develop  this  art  in  Geneva  : these 
are  the  hereditary  address  of  the  hand,  the  delicate 
manipulation,  and  the  artistic  taste,  which  pro- 
^ duce  those  marvels  of  engraving,  ciselure,  chas- 
xjv  ing,  enamel-painting  and,  jewel-decoration,  which 
give  the  inimitable  cachet  peculiar  to  Geneva 
watches. 

The  Geneva  watch  industry  is  also  remarkable 
on  account  of  the 'variety  of  its  productions  ; all 
kinds  of  watches  are  made  here,  from  the  most 
simple  to  the  highly  complicated  such  as  « Repea- 
ters »,  « Chronographs  »,  « Split  Seconds  »,  « Ca- 
lendars »,  etc.,  and  it  can  be  asserted  that  the 
taste  of  the  most  fastidious  amateur  can  be  grati- 
fied. Besides,  the  aim  of  our  manufacturers  is  not 
only  to  produce  substantial , true  and  elegant 
watches,  but  also  to  bring  them  within  the  reach 
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of  every  purchaser,  be  bis  means  large  or  small ; 
the  lower  priced  watch  produced  at  Geneva  will  be 
a good  article,  but  the  higher  priced  and  perfectly 
finished  pocket-chronometer  will  be  unrivalled  by 
any  other. 

Recently  owing  to  the  demand  for  small  watches, 
the  perseverant  efforts  of  Genevese  mechanicians 
to  produce  machinery  and  tools  to  make  move- 
ments of  very  small  dimensions  have  been  crowned 
with  success,  and  watches  can  now  be  produced 
in  Sizes  of  6,  7,  8,  9 and  10  lines  with  Lever  Esca- 
pement and  Stem-winding  which  may  be  termed 
perfect. 

The  Genevese  manufacturers  of  « Watch  Cases#, 
of  « Hands  » , « Dials  » and  « Hairsprings  » 
enjoy  a justly  merited  reputation  ; they  supply  not 
only  the  requirements  of  Geneva  Watchmakers 
but  also  those  of  other  watchmaking  localities. 

It  is  not  surprising,  that  many  producers  of 
watches,  or  importers  of  these  articles  into  foreign 
countries  should  engrave  thereon  the  name  of 
« GENEVA  » for  the  purpose  of  getting  rid  of  their 
trumpery  wares,  under  the  guise  of  an  ancient 
reputation.  In  this  respect,  purchasers  may  be  assu- 
red that , when  a watch  bears  the  name  of  « Geneva  » 
only,  without  the  original  name  of  the  firm,  it  cannot 


be  relied  upon,  as  being  of  real  Genevese  manu- 
facture. 

In  conclusion  mention  must  be  made  of  the  fact 
that  at  all  the  Universal  Exhibitions  Swiss  Watches 
have  obtained  the  highest  honors,  viz.  at  Lon- 
don 1851  and  1862;  at  Paris  1878;  Melbourne  1881 
and  again  at  Paris  1889. 


JEWELRY 


Notice  on  the  Jewelry  and  Precious 
\V  Stones’  Industries  of  Geneva 

$> — * — a 

The  jewelry  trade  is  one  of  the  oldest  in  Geneva, 
and  it  is  on  record  that  it  was  already  exercised  in 
the  5th  century,  and  the  first  gold  coins  used 
there  were  made  at  that  epoch  by  Genevese  gold- 
smiths. According  to  extant  public  records  of 
the  XIII.  century  the  jewellers  obtained  great  noto- 
riety, a brisk  business  being  done  at  the  fairs  held 
in  this  City. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  XV.  century  jew- 
ellers, in  concert  with  the  then  reigning  Bishop, 
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instituted  [the  different  marks  for  gold  and  silver 
ware,  and  formed  a sort  of  fraternity  called  Saint- 
Eloi  which  was  transformed  during  the  revolution 
into  the  Gold  and  Silversmith’s  Corporation,  regu- 
lated by  statutes,  dated  April  8th,  1566. 

According  to  these  statutes  it  may  be  inferred, 
that  a great  many  foreigners  came  to  Geneva  at 
that  time  to  learn  the  trade,  and  fhention  is  made 
of  the  existence  of  branch  establishment^  in  Italy 
and  France,  where  large  orders  were  taken,  and 
executed  in  Geneva,  from  which  it  can  be  affirmed 
that  the  jewelry  industry  flourished  then  as  now 
in  this  city.  Another  proof  is  the  fact  that  in  1703 
about  200  master-jewellers  alone  were  inscribed  on 
the  register  of  the  Guild. 

Many  drawing-schools  exist  in  Geneva;  and  for 
apprentices  technical  schools  and  museums  have 
recently  been  added  which  have  also  given  a fresh 
impulse  to  the  jewelry  industry. 

At  Geneva  gold  jewelry  is  manufactured  in 
18  carats,  and  all  articles  sold  here  are  of  this 
standard. 

Geneva  Jewels  are  appreciated  for  their  fine 
workmanship,  their  elegant  design,  rich  appear- 
ance, and  the  genuineness  of  their  gold  standard, 
and  it  may  be  asserted  without  fear  of  contradic- 


tion  that  the  Genevese  manufacturer  has  always 
upheld  a reputation  for  honesty. 

Plain  gold  jewelry  is  executed  in  every  style  and 
artistically  treated;  the  first  engravers  and  artists 
are  employed  in  its  decorative  and  enamel  work. 
Rich  jewelry  is  made  and  the  setting  of  precious 
stones  performed  by  great  numbers  of  workmen, 
and  the  taste  and  finish  displayed  enable  them  to 
compete  both  in  price  and  artistic  merit  with 
anything  that  can  be  produced  in  other  cities  : in 
variety,  fine  workmanship  and  design  the  Geneva 
manufacturers  excel. 

Gold  chains,  both  plain  and  ornamental,  are  pro- 
duced in  great  variety  in  Geneva,  and  in  consider- 
able quantities  by  many  large  Firms,  who  employ 
machinery  of  improved  construction,  and  are  en- 
abled to  compete  successfully  with  other  countries, 
and  to  export  their  articles  to  all  parts  of  the  world. 

The  resources  of  this  industry  are  also  very 
great  here,  the  workmen,  although  paid  less  than 
their  confreres  in  the  larger  cities,  are  still  in  a 
better  position  on  account  of  the  cost  of  living 
being  lower,  and  from  the  fact  that  dia- 
monds and  all  precious  stones  are  cut  in 
Geneva  itself  or  in  its  immediate  neigh- 
bourhood. 


Other  specialities  of  Geneva  connected  with  this 
industry  are  different  enamelled  articles,  such  as 
bonbonnieres,  scent-bottles,  cigar-cases,  miniature 
clocks,  etc.,  etc.,  also  most  beautifully  finished  fancy 
articles  of  Jewelry  containing  watch-mechanism, 
such  as  riding  whips,  walking  sticks,  bracelets, 
ball -chatelaines,  etc.,  which  are  manufactured 
exclusively  at  Geneva. 
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GENEVA  ENAMELS 
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Enamel  painting  was  cultivated  as  far  back  as 
the  XVI.  century  as  an  accessory  to  jewelry  and 
watch-making,  and  was  remarkably  developed  a 
hundred  years  later  by  Turquet  de  Mayerne  and 
Petitot,  whose  names  have  acquired  world-wide 
celebrity. 

Jean  Petitot  was  born  in  Geneva  in  1607,  and 
died  in  Vevey  in  1691.  Raised  to  knighthood  by 
Charles  I.,  and  attached  to  the  court  af  Charles  II. 
and  Louis  XIV.,  Petitot  left  the  greater  part  of  his 
works  in  England  and  France,  the  portrait  of  the 
Countess  of  Southampton  after  a picture  by  Van 
Dyck  is  considered  the  best. 

Jacques  Thouron,  the  great  painter  on  enamel  of 
the  18th  century,  was  born  in  Geneva  in  1749  and 
died  in  Paris  1788. 
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As  painter  to  the  Comte  de  Provence,  the  future 
Louis  XVIII.,  Thouron  painted  numerous  portraits 
of  the  court  of  Louis  XVI.  The  greater  number  of 
these  enamels  are  at  the  Louvre. 

The  following  were  also  celebrated  enamel-paint- 
ers and  miniaturists  of  Geneva  in  the  17th  and 
18th  Centuries  : Jacques  Bordier,  Alexandre  de  la 
Chana,  Counis,  Soiron,  and  J.  E.  Liotard.  In  the 
present  Century  the  two  Glardons  and  Lamuniere, 
not  to  mention  a large  number  of  living  Genevese 
artists  on  enamel  who  are  worthy  disciples  of  pre- 
ceding generations. 

The  distinctive  characteristics  of  the  works  of 
this  school  of  Genevese  art  are  the  exquisite  finish, 
excellence  of  design  and  vigor  of  harmonious  colour- 
ing, and  these  distinguishing  traditions  are  per- 
peluated  in  the  present  day. 

Modern  Genevese  enamels  enjoy  as  world-wide 
a reputation  as  the  enamels  of  former  times;  and 
though  the  Genevese  themselves  have  made  the 
art  known  abroad,  and  many  of  them  have  worked 
in  London,  Paris  and  Vienna,  yet  Geneva  has 
preserved  the  reputation  acquired  by  her  great 
masters,  and  is  still  the  metropolis  of  enamel 
painting. 

Many  artists  of  merit  and  undoubted  talent, 
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worthy  inheritors  of  their  ancestors’  qualities,  give 
their  intelligent  application  to  the  manufacture  of 
works  in  gold  and  jewelry  of  all  kinds,  also  in  the 
decoration  of  watches  and  clocks. 

The  Genevese  workshops  in  the  present  as  in  the 
past  produce  the  finest  enamels,  both  as  regards 
painting  and  manufacture,  and  as  a necessary 
consequence  Geneva  continues  to  retain  the  initia- 
tive in  material  progress  of  execution  and  enamel 
painting  of  every  kind  as  a national  art. 
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MUSICAL  BOXES 
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Geneva  for  more  than  a century  has  incontestably 
held  the  highest  rank  in  the  manufacture  ol  musical 
boxes,  and  it  is  at  Geneva  that  the  instrument  has 
undergone  its  principal  changes  and  improve- 
ments. 

Its  origin  was  very  simple  ; it  was  the  snull  box 
which  played  a single  tune.  The  instruments  now 
made  combine  every  variety  of  note  and  expression, 
and  the  sound,  the  tune  and  the  mechanism  are 
alike  truly  remarkable. 

For  the  last  ten  years  the  progressive  improve- 
ment in  this  industry  has  been  very  marked,  so 
much  so  that  it  is  possible  now  to  purchase,  at  a 
price  little  more  than  the  value  of  the  boxes,  in- 
struments of  music  which  produce  in  a brilliant 
manner  airs  of  every  description.  There  have  also 
been  invented  instruments  called  Orchestres,  of 
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which  the  powerful  sound  and  perfect  style  of 
execution  are  scarcely  inferior  to  those  of  a real 
orchestra. 

I In  a mechanical  point  of  view  the  improvements 
have  been  equally  surprising.  The  regulation  of  the 
movements,  the  change  of  tune  at  will,  and  the 
extra  cylinders  which  produce  an  almost  unlimited 
number  of  airs.  The  arrangements  which  admit  of 
the  continuous  execution  of  complete  operatic 
ouvertures  are  so  many  points  of  perfection,  which  S 
have  together  combined  to  render  the  musical  box 
so  highly  appreciated. 

y All  these  ingenious  mechanical  contrivances  are  T 
jjy  inclosed  in  cases  of  elegant  form  and  richly  orna-  2 
mented.  The  large  instruments  in  particular  are 
fashioned  into  furniture  of  every  style. 

In  addition  to  these  marvellous  improvements 
introduced  in  the  manufacture  of  large  instruments, 
the  development  has  been  equally  marked  in  the 
production  of  fancy  articles  such  as  musical  games,  j 
birds,  figures,  etc.,  the  ingenious  arrangements  of  > 
which  are  a surprise  and  an  amusement  to  ama- 
teurs.

As  information  is  very  frequently  desired  by 
American  students  wishing  to  pursue  certain  stud- 
ies in  Europe,  as  to  the  best  place  for  the  study 
of  the  French  language  and  literature,  the  under- 
signed residents  of  Geneva  (Switzerland),  beg  to 
presentsomeof  the  advantages  offered  by  this  City 
for  that  purpose. 

In  addition  to  the  language  spoken  being  French, 
the  City  possesses  a University,  comprising  all  the 
Faculties,  Arts,  Science,  Theology,  Law  and  Mede- 
cine,  to  the  lectures  of  which  all  applicants  are 


admitted  at  merely  nominal  charges,  one  lecture  a 
week  for  the  term  of  six  months  costing  one  dollar, 
six  lectures  for  the  same  period,  six  dollars,  and 
for  a greater  number,  in  the  same  proportion. 


During  the  winter  term,  from  October  to  April, 
lectures  are  delivered  on  topics  of  general  interest 
in  the  public  hall  of  the  University  by  distinguished  \ 
professors  and  others,  almost  every  evening,  free 
to  all. 

Libraries  and  Museums  of  various  kinds  offer 
their  usual  advantages.  Private  lessons  in  French 
as  well  as  in  other  studies  can  be  had  from  able  ^ 
zjv  professors  at  very  reasonable  rates,  while  board  ^ 
with  lodging  is  offered  from  twenty  dollars  a month. 
Special  facilities  are  afforded  for  the  study  of  music. 

As  a place  of  residence,  Geneva,  in  point  of
